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The Seated Figure As a Universal Type 

By HOWARD H. KURTH. 

(Paper read at the Annual Convention of the American Numismatic Association, 
Chicago, 111., August 26 to 31, 1933.) 

Most collectors probably observe that there has always been a peculiar 
conservatism in the design of coins. Some may accept this general simi- 
larity of type as a matter of course; others may ask the question why, only 
to be confronted by something of an enigma. 

Of course, it must be granted that people have always been somewhat 
suspicious of too great a change, particularly when the change affects such 
a familiar institution as their currency, and that no doubt the designers of 
new coins have been obliged to take this popular tendency into considera- 
tion. But, even when we recognize this factor, it still seems remarkable 
that certain coin devices could have retained their identites through liter- 
ally thousands of years. One must consider, too, the wide geographic and 
temporal gaps that have often separated peoples commercially and cultural- 
ly. Yet we find that profile heads, eagles, ears of grain, wreaths and branch- 
es of various kinds, ships, etc., all recognized as ancient devices, are still 
characteristic of modern currency types 

There may be noted a similar sameness in many subjects — in other 
branches of art, mythology, and religion, for example. Yet nowhere is this 
significant peculiarity pictorially displayed with such convenience as it is 
in the representative coin types of the world. Here we have those symbols 
that represent the group desires of man, automatically separated as it were, 
if such a separation is at all possible, from the sometimes personal or minor 
fancies of individual artists. 

Thus we see that the persistence of traditional forms in numismatic art 
distracts little from the fascination of coin collecting. Quite on the con- 
trary, an attempt to trace the orig n of the more common devices and a 
desire to analyze their lasting symbolism suggests to the collector a most 
interesting field of study. Consider, for example, a particularly universal 
design — a seated figure, the general type of which is found on the coins of 
all ages and of all parts of the world. 

In writing a brief outline of this general seated type two difficulties are 
met with. In the first place, the field is so extensive that it is impossible 
to mention here more than several of the important subgroups nor to de- 
scribe more than a few individual examples. Secondly, we are dealing with 
a vaguely limited subject that is strongly interrelated with others that often 
have equally important and sometimes identical themes. It is not always 
easy to entirely exclude, for instance, certain standing figures of similar 
significance. (1) In spite of these limitations an attempt will be made to 
suggest at least a certain perspective of approach to the problem. It is 
hoped that, by the very deficiencies of this fragmentary sketch, further 
study might be stimulated. 


(1)A suggestion: With particular reference to the elemental characteristics 
pointed out in this paper, compare the standing figures on various ancient and 
modern coins with a number of representative seated types. 
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As a coin design, the seated figure is unquestionably of Greek origin. 
But then, for that matter, is not the invention of coinage itself ascribed 
to the Greeks? Certainly the use of the seated figure as a conventional 
motif in various other forms of art is universally widespread and antedates 
by many centuries the first coinage of money. A number of localities of 
ancient Greece issued coins at an early date, quite often dedicated to the 
figure of some one of the gods in seated profile. 

Among these, the well known silver coins of Alexander the Great (336- 
3 23 B. C.) bore the figure of Zeus, seated to the left, holding an eagle in 
his outstretched right hand and supporting his backward-raised left arm 
with a staff. 

— I t jj r athe r e as y to ass ume t ha t t he figure in this case may have b een 
either immediately or indirectly inspired by Phidias’ masterpiece, the colos- 
sal statue of Zeus at Olympia. Do we not find a Zeus in similar attitude 
on what might almost be called an Olympian issue, the coins of Elis? How- 
ever, it would not do to overemphasize this assumption. Coin types of this 
period often prove to be so indifferently infiuenced by the great contempo- 
rary works of sculpture that when we do find somewhat identical themes in 
these two branches of art it may indicate merely that the die sinker and 
the sculpture have drawn from the same general source of inspiration, a 
source that may even lie deeply inherent in the racial mythology of all 
peoples. In fact, it is only when we come to the coins of the Roman Em- 
peror Hadrian, over four centuries later, that we find examples of the figure 
which are recognized by some authorities as being, in a sense, copies after 
Phidias. 

Though the coins of Alexander were by no means the first to bear the 
seated figure, it must be conceded that they seem to have had a consider- 
able infiuence on the subsequent history of the type, an infiuence that 
seems to have been at least partly due to their extensive coinage and wide 
circulation. The Macedonian’s coins spread with his armies to the eastern- 
most parts of the known world. They circulated naturally throughout the 
whole of the Mediterranean region and, following the routes of other large 
issues, they found their way to some extent even into the barbarous regions 
of central Europe. For a time some progress was made toward satisfying 
the need for a currency that would be universally recognized and accepted. 
It is no great wonder that for many years after Alexander’s death coins of 
the same type continued to be struck, some imitations bearing not only the 
figure of Zeus and the head of Herakles but Alexander’s name as well. 

In some of the kingdoms, following the breakup of the empire, the artis- 
tic style of the seated figure declined more or less rapidly. Thus the figure 
of Arsaces (?), the bowman-founder of Parthia, [a type related to the 
kneeling archer on the old Persian darics and to the Selucid seated Apol- 
lo] (ii) degenerated to such extent that finally only the bow itself retained 
some slight resemblance to its original form. However, in some of the 
countries more closely in contact with Hellenistic culture the figure was for 
a time quite faithfully executed. Thus we find a tetradrachm of Antiochus 
IV Epiphanes, King of Spria (175-164 B. C.), still bearing an Olympian 
Zeus of relatively pure style. The Ptolemies in Egypt retained the general 
aspect of the Heraklean head on the obverse of their coins, and finally 
evolved from it a true portrait type, but on the reverse side they seem to 
have abandoned the person of Zeus in favor of his succeeding attribute, 

the eagle. . . ^ ^ 

The figures so far referred to are representative of an important group, 
within our general type, a group which, for lack of a more adequate term, 
we shall designate as archaic. It will be noted that these examples are 
predominantly masculine in character. This is the case not only super- 
ficially but also with reference to their accompanying masculine symbols. 
Feminine elements of a symbolic nature are in these instances conspicuous- 
ly lacking or, perhaps we should say, extremely latent or incidental. Most 
of the figures belonging to this group, whether they bear the popular appel- 
lation of a god or that of an ancient hero or king, seem to allude funda- 
mentally to the worship or respect for the paternal founder of the race or

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nation, an element that is essential to many religious beliefs, is common to 
all peoples, and may hark back prehistorically to the universal fear of “the 
old man of the tribe.” 

It could not, of course, have been this fear that was desired to be 
strengthened by artistic means, but rather the dream that such a superman 
might still continue to exist, to watch over his chosen people, to take an 
active interest in their affairs, and to wreak vengeance against their 
enemies. However, intermingled with this wish was a less obvious though 
possibly a more important and a more contributory one, a wish still com- 
monly found disguised in ambitious dreams, that of the individual uncon- 
sciously identifying himself with this “being” in a desire for similar respect 
or as an expression of a primitive and perhaps inhibited will for Dionysian 
power. 

We come now, though, to a further development of our general type, a 
development that brings forth additional permanent characteristics that tell 
a more complete story of the life-force of the race. We shall notice the 
retention of the masculine symbols already mentioned and the emergence 
of certain feminine symbols to balance these. The staff or spear will from 
now on be usually accompanied by a shield or by some analytic equivalent 
of the shield. The phalic symbol of the outstretched arm bearing some 
object of fertility such as a flower or branch of leaves continues to remain a 
dominant feature. This “new” dyadic flgure is usually, though not inva- 
riably, in the external form of a goddess, often the protecting goddess of 
the particular city or country. An example of this development in its early 
transitional stages may be illustrated by the figure of Pallas Nikephoros 
on the Thracian coins of Lysimachus (323-281 B. C.). 

It remained, however, for the Romans to put this seated figure to such 
a multitudinous variety of uses with such utter abandon that the tradition 
was firmly established of using the figure as a sort of omnibus coin design 
to serve any conscious purpose that presented itself. The reverses of the 
Roman imperial coins are particularly rich in examples of this practice 
Minor deities, genii, and virtues, by the dozen, often intending to allude to 
the qualities, conquests, and accomplishments of the emperor and his ad- 
ministration, were represented in turn by the same seated figure. A rather 
convenient though often ironic form of propaganda this was. The Roman 
officials were not satisfied to have prosperity hidden around some proverbial 
corner, Fortuna, cornucopia and all, had to be depicted on the very coin 
of the realm. Justitia, too, or Moneta with her scales and measuring rod, 
was displayed without a blush on base denarii of washed bronze. That 
such literal or intended interpretation could ever have been taken very 
seriously is questionable. However, the figure itself, whether its more 
subtle nature was subconsciously sensed or not, must have added in all 
cases a certain familiar dignity to the coinage. 

Beginning with the advent of Christianity our general type began gradu- 
ally to degenerate into practically complete disuse. W^e find coin reverses 
now occupied by erect haloed figures and full facing half figures of Christ, 
the Virgin, or one of the saints, or often simply by the cross itself. The 
seated profile type, as we know it, was entirely alien to the Byzantine coin- 
age and to its imitations. This disuse seems to have continued even after 
the decline of Byzantine art in the V^est. We find, of course in many 
places, conventionalized seated figures of scepter-bearing rulers, but these 
are seldom found in profile. Nor is this surprising when we consider that 
even a simple profile head, except in crude childish form, was often com- 
pletely beyond the faculties of the medieval die cutter. 

The renaissance of our type probably first began to occur, as one would 
expect, in Italy, where by the opening of the sixteenth century we find 

certain cities issuing coins bearing figures that gradually assumed some- 

thing of the old spirit. A grosso of Alfonso I, Duke of Ferrara (1502-34), 
bears a somewhat “archaic” figure — a seated warrior in plumed helmet* 
bearing an outstretched garland (?) and facing a snake-entwined tree 
stump to the left. (3) These Italian examples, however, seem mere tempo- 
rary or localized revivals when one considers the wide and permanent in- 
fluence of the British copper coinage with its seated Britannia types. 

Among those Roman coins that were issued to advertise the subjection 
of one or another of the various colonies were several dedicated to Britan-

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nia. A second bronze of Antoninus Pius (138-161 A. D.) bore on the re- 
verse a figure of Britannia, facing to the left, seated in a semi-reclined 
position on a pile of rock, and holding what appears to be a leaved branch 
in her upraised hand. These issues have naturally attracted the interest 
of British collectors, particularly since some historic relationship is sup- 
posed to exist between these and the modern series of Britannia types. 
That such a relationship must indeed exist is, at first comparison, obvious 
enough to remain quite unquestionable. Yet when we consider the univers- 
ality of the attitudes and of the symbolism involved we begin to suspect 
that the modern types may not necessarily be entirely imitative of the 

Roman. . 

A BrltHTmla, seated to^the iBtt^upon a^^labe^^brajich^j)! leaves in 1^ 
upraised right hand, and a spear and shield at her left, appeared on the 
first true issue of copper farthings and halfpennies (1672). 

With probable reference to one of the several patterns that preceded this 
regular issue, Samuel Pepys wrote in his diary, February 25th, 1667: “At 
my goldsmith’s did observe the King’s new medal, where, in little, there is 
Mrs. Stewart’s face as well done as ever I saw anything in my whole life, 
I think; and a pretty thing it is, that he should choose her face to repre- 
sent Britannia by.’’ Whether the Duchess of Richmond really sat as a 
model, or whether Pepys was merely accepting a current story, is of little 
concern here. We can, however, be certain, by examining actual specimens, 
that only with the help of considerable imagination could those diminutive 
features have been recognized as the portrait of anyone. 

Since the days of Charles II many variations have been made in the 
figure of Britannia. In all cases however the general effect has been pre- 
served. It may be interesting to note more closely a few of these minor 
changes. 

On the farthing of Anne (1714), the left hand was raised to the top of 
the spear, while the right arm was lowered to a more horizontal position — 
an attitude reminiscent of that first mentioned here in describing the Mace- 
donian Zeus. 

On the “Soho” coppers(4) (1797-1807) of George III, Britannia was de- 
picted as seated on a wave-lapped shore, a ship in the offing. A trident was 
substituted for the simple spear, and a plainer oval shield for the more 
ornate one. 

On the first type of George IV (1821), the figure was for the first time 
turned to the right. The trident however was ingeniously allowed to re- 
main in its old location to support the outstretched arm. At the same time 
the olive branch was retained by shifting it to the other hand, alongside 
the shield. A plumed helmet on the head of Britannia and a crouching lion 
peeping out from behind her feet were further innovations. 

On the second type of George IV (1826), a more roundish shield was 
used. The crouching lion and the olive branch were dispensed with. The 
symbolism of the branch, however, was continued for a while with the rose, 
shamrock, and thistle in the exergue. (5) 

On the first coinage in bronze of Victoria (1860), a lighthouse and ship 
were added on the horizon, possibly a minor repetition of the dual balance 
already expressed in the spear and shield. On the second bronze reverse 
type (1895), the one still in use. the ship and lighthouse were omitted. 
Both the shield and trident however were brought into greater prominence, 
the shield being elongated and the trident shifted to a more emphatic 
position. 

On certain coppers struck for Ireland the figure of Hibernia appeared 
with a harp substituted for the Britannic shield. On these pieces the spear 
or staff of power remained lacking — a significant omission when one con- 
siders the historic attitude of the English toward troublesome Ireland. 

With a few exceptions, such as on certain issues for the Ionian Islands, 
the seated figures of Britannia seem not to have been used directly on the 
imperial coinage struck for official use in the colonies. (O) The inffuence

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of these types on the currencies of colonial countries was felt rather through 
direct and indirect imitation. 

During the latter half of the eighteenth century humbug halfpennies of 
private origin seem to have been manufactured by the barrelfuls. Many of 
these bore a bust of the king and figure of Britannia almost identical to 
those on the regular issues. Usually, however, the inscriptions were altered 
in order to circumvent the counterfeiting laws. Numerous varieties of these 
turned up in the colonies and were known in New England as “bungtowns.” 
Some of the coppers issued by authority of the colonies themselves were 
probably inspired by this practice and most certainly belong to the same 
group. Thus certain “cents” of Vermont and of Connecticut may perhaps 
be considered, in purpose and origin, to be examples of official bungtown- 
ism. Not only is the figure of “Independence and Liberty,” on these issues 
plainly that of Britannia under a different label, but the “head” on the ob- 
verse is, in many varieties, clearly recognizable as the laureated bust of 
George II in cuirass. Several private tokens also appeared that seem to 
have been suggested by the Hibernian coins or by the Wood’s coppers orig- 
inally struck for Ireland. The so called Voce Populi halfpenny (1760) and 
the North American token (1781) may be mentioned as examples. 

During the past century, particularly in Canada, Ireland and Australia, 
many of the tradesmen’s pennies and bank tokens, that either preceded or 
supplemented the regular minor coinage, bore seated figures representing 
Commerce or Fertility. These figures are usually to be found seated to 
the left on a bale of goods, with scales and cornucopia as attributes A 
caduceus, sheaves of grain, and a ship on the distant horizon, are frequent 
accessories. Variations and combinations of these and other details are 
elaborate and profuse. The reverse of the Quebec bank token (1852) may 
be cited as being particularly complicated in its symbolism. On this piece 
we have a female figure, seated to the right on a rocky shore, pointing with 
outstretched left arm toward a ship at anchor; the right arm holds a cornu- 
copia and rests on a shield bearing a lion passant gardant; in the left fore- 
ground are a beehive, flowers, and stalks of grain; in the right foreground 
a beaver; overtopping the background, a fortified promontory (Quebec?)! 

These commercial or imperial types are well distributed throughout the 
modern coinages of the world and are by no means confined to the British. 
On our own United States trade dollar we see Liberty in the guise of Com- 
merce — a maritime figure, extending an olive branch in one hand and partly 
concealing a bale of goods with the other; behind the bale, a sheaf of 
wheat. A French colonial type is illustrated on the coins of Indo-China by 
a figure of France leaning upon a rudder and anchor, and holding a fasces* 
to the left, rice plants. More recently (1921-28) the bronze-aluminum 
tokens of the French Chamber of Commerce appeared with a conventional 
figure of Hermes seated upon a bale. 

We come now to an extreme and important series of types — those figures 
dedicated to Constitutional Liberty. 

The Monneron Brothers’ five-sol tokens (1791-92), of the French Revolu- 
^ figure of France, in Phrygian cap, supporting a tablet inscribed, 

‘ The Constitution of France.” At her feet is a pedestal bearing a medallion 
of the king’s head; and to the left, the royal shield of three fleurs de lis 
To the right is an army of soldiers, with raised swords and flags, pledging 
allegiance. 

The coins of many Latin American countries — Peru, Honduras, Guate- 
mala, Chihuahua, etc. — bear seated figures of Liberty, usually supporting 
a tablet or book of constitutional laws and holding a flag or liberty-capped 
pole. Often there is a truncated column bearing the date of the country’s 
independence. These at least are the teatures that are characteristic of 
the Latin Republican series. The individual examples themselves are typi- 
cally quite complex and ornate — some of them incorporating, along with 
the symbols of Liberty, the attributes of Ceres and Justice as well 

The Gobrecht obverse of the United States silver coins (1836-91) bears 
a figure of Liberty seated upon a rock to the right, but with her head turned 
to the left, — an unusual attitude peculiarly similar to that of the regardant 
eagle on the reverse. In her left hand she holds a pole surmounted by a 
liberty cap; at her right hand she supports the shield of the United States 
with a scroll, inscribed, “Liberty.” 

Several United States patterns with seated figures have also been struck 
at various times. The Longacre patterns (1870-71), for example, present 
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a figure in feathered headdress seated to the left upon a globe, inscribed, 
“Liberty.” In her right hand she holds a liberty pole; behind the globe, 

two flags. , . 1 j j 1 

Though most of the modern seated types may be included in the general 
groups of figures already touched upon, a number of various national exam- 
ples deserve individual mention. On the Spanish provisional coppers, of 
1870, a figure of Hispania, with olive branch and extended arm, appears 
seated to the right on a range of mountains; in the distance, a castle (?). 
On the French five and ten centime coppers (1898-1920) we find a seated 
figure of France bearing an olive sprig and protecting with a flag the in- 

farit, Industry, In a modern Danish reverse type a female is seated to the 

left, with right arm supporting a staff and left arm resting on ^ s hield ; — 
sheaves of grain and a dolphin serve as attributes. Even the Siamese cop- 
pers of Chulalongkorn (1868-1910) bear a deified figure of the king, seated 
to the right on a triparted shield or altar, supporting his raised left arm 
with an unusually long scepter, and wearing on his head a conical crown. 
The style of this Siamese example is strikingly unique — almost Egyptian- 
like in its stateliness — a true modern survival, one might suppose, in the 
spirit of the old archaic motif. 

Several modern examples of seated figures in the unusual facing attitude 
may well be included within our general subject. The Peruvian gold pieces, 
of 18 63 present a figure of Liberty, with liberty-staff, stalk of maize and 
solar shield, seated in a facing position. A semi-nude female representing 
Maritime Commerce is found in similar attitude on certain gold coins of the 
Danish West Indies (1904-05). Recently (1924 ) the Portuguese escudo 
and meio-escudo appeared in bronze, with a facing figure holding an un- 
furled flag in one hand and an olive sprig in the other; at her feet, a palm 
branch. 

But to avoid the further monotony of additional descriptions, the exam- 
ples already cited will serve to demonstrate the character of the postures 
and of the symbolism involved. So far, however, we have only scratched 
the surface, even within the very limited field offered by coins and tokens. 
An examination of the general subject of medals, or that of other objects 
of pictorial art would further disclose innumerable examples of similar 
seated types. 

It is to be noted that although these types are the production of various 
cultures, and although they serve to personify a wide range of different 
ideals, there remain certain general characteristics that are common to all. 

Thus we conclude that in studying the significance of any general numis- 
matic type there are at least two contributory factors to be considered: 
The first of these is functional and, to some extent, individual, and con- 
cerns the intentional uses to which the design is put; the second is univers- 
ally traditional, and probably involves some racially inherited theme or 
legend, unconsciously expressed through the use of universal symbols. The 
first of these factors belongs to the realm of history; the second, to that 
of psychoanalysis. 

Some may still consider the latter subject too fantastic to be given very 
serious consideration. Yet the inclusion of the analytic viewpoint is abso- 
lutely essential to the intelligent study of any product of art. Many students 
have made the mistake of attempting to treat with symbolic material from 
a purely historic point of view — a method that is almost bound to lead to 
quite haywire conclusions. Largely by this means it has been, at various 
times, seriously proposed and logically proven: That all ancient culture 
originated in Atlantis, that all ancient culture originated on some sub- 
merged continent of the Pacific, that the lost tribes of Israel settled in Yuca- 
tan, and that Chinese art is essentially Hellenic or vice versa. It is as a 
warning against possible fallacies of this nature within the field of numis- 
matics that this paper is dedicated.

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The 1853 Half Dollar Without Arrows 

By JOHN F. LeBLANC, Boston, Mass. 

What is the precise history of this piece? Where is a record of the dies 
made for it? What are the reasons for its existence? When was it first 
searched for? Why didn’t those old rabid collectors have one? When did 
it first become known(?)? What are the tests for its being genuine? 

The writer had no intention of forming this article at present as there 
was so much material to dig out and no way of locating it right now. Per- 
haps, though, this may reach the eyes of some one who knows of such and 
can help me to add to the accumulation of facts necessary to dispel the fog 
surrounding this half dollar. Can you be of assistance, and will you? 

I may mention here that I have already written to several parties, some 
of whom have not answered as yet, but nothing tangible has been obtained. 
In fact all the literature from which I quote has been in my own possession. 
It is perfectly all right to say you have not seen the coin in question, or 
that you have seen it, or heard of it, or handled, bought or sold it, but 
that does not prove anything either way, no matter how sincere you are. 
Let me extend my thanks here to those who did reply and my appreciation 
of their friendliness. If one was to base the existence of the 18 53 half 
dollar without arrows on the replies, the percentage would be in favor of 
its non-existence. 

Now to do some analysis. Alterations for instance. We find that the 
18 58 half dollar gets the palm for changing its spots, there being only one 
figure to change and nothing else. Well, we have this piece fooling around 
for some time until some one pops up and says, “arrows were put on to in- 
dicate a change of weight, therefore one without arrows should weigh 
more.” And so an 1 858 altered would weigh less than an 1853 without 
arrows, providing, of course, that the latter was struck on the old planchets. 
More of this anon. How about altering an 1858 and inserting a plug or 
plating it. It is my understanding that there are no accredited 1853 halves 
without arrows in uncirculated condition, therefore the mis-handling of any 
of any of them would not be so noticeable. How about altering an 1850, 
1851 or 1852? They are the right weight. If an 1858 can be skillfully 
altered, an 18 53 with arrows also, why not the earlier years? 

My principal bone of contention centers around the preceding paragraph. 
In other words, if an uncirculated half dime, dime, or quarter, why not a 
half? Remember, the collectors of that period were relentless in their 
search for UNIQUES. Why always a second-hand half dollar? Why not a 
new one? Perhaps it has turned up since submitting my article. 

How about an X-ray photograph of suspected coins? Would it show 
tampering? Let us hear on this suggestion. 

Speaking about literature. Mr. Mehl in his reprint of Hazeltine inserts 
in the addenda to complete the half dollar types a listing of an 1853 O half 
dollar without arrows. To help those not familiar with the coin he adds 
that it has a slanting 5 which is a distinguishing mark that eleminates the 
often altered 1858, this last having an upright 5. Mr. Mehl did not men- 
tion weights. Mr. Beistle, in his “Half Dollar Register,” lists an 1853 O 
half dollar, but does not mention the slanting 5, and the nearest thing we 
get to a slant is that he does list the 1850 O, 1851 O and 1858 O halves 
with both upright and oblique dates. Mr. Duffield advises me he photo- 
graphed the 1853 O half without arrows for Mr. Beistle’s book, but my 
copy does not contain any reproduction of same. Has anyone a copy with 
this photograph inserted? 

I will now give a few excerpts from some catalogues, etc., in chronologi- 
cal order. Remember, these are only a few that bear any reference to 
the subject out of many that I have looked over. There are probably 
others, and those are what I seek, especially governmental ones. Maybe 
contemporaneous newspapers, almanacs, coin exchange charts, etc., may 
have the information we seek. 

We will start off with the Act of February 21, 18 53 and stop a little 
over a half century later, so here goes: 

1853 . 

The Act of February 21, 1853, to take effect on and after June 1st, 
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takes away the right of individuals to have silver coined into denomina- 
tions of less than one dollar. It also provides a change of weight of 12 
grains less in the half dollar. 

This year saw the publication of a pamphlet by Professor McCulloh, 
former melter and refiner at the mint, which accused Franklin Peale, the 
chief coiner, of trafficking in bullion and using the Government facilities 
to manufacture medals for private parties for his own profit. Mr. Peale is 
also accused of having a pull with Dr. Patterson. Mr. Peale is not accused 
of meddling with the regular coinage or patterns for profit. 

185<). 

Half dimes and dimes without arrows are offered in the com auctions 
this year. 

Has anyone a catalogue of this date or earlier offering halves or quarters 
without arrows? 

18(H). 

Prime, in his book on “Coins, Medals and Seals,” dated this year and 
probably from material gathered in at least the year previous, gives the 
half dime and dime as being without arrows. I do not seem to see any 
mention of the quarter or half. Is the quarter a later innovation than 1853? 

A quarter without arrows is offered in a sale this year and classed as 
fine. 

At this time it is good to remember Mr. Stickney, who got the 1804 dol- 
lar at the mint in 1843, and who died in 1894. Mr. Stickney was, I re- 
call, a friend of Dr. Patterson and had close contacts for desirable items. 
Also, do not forget Mr. Bushnell and his rare Hard Times tokens, or Mr. 
Levick, who a few years later than 1860 was to acquire many Civil War 
cards in silver, etc.; also do not forget the boys in the back room. The 
also-rans pick up a thing or two now and then. 

1885. 

Mr. Woodward sells this year the collection of Mr. Randall, of Philadel- 
phia, a coin dealer, and in it is an 1853 half without arrows that was sup- 
posed to be bought by H. P. Newlin for Mr. Garrett, of Baltimore. See 
under 1911 some more details. 

At present I cannot locate this catalogue in my library, so do not know 
Mr. Woodward’s comments, if any. 


1889. 

Mr. Proskey sells the Robert Coulton Davis collection and lists an 1853 
half dollar without arrows. New Orleans mint. Mr. Proskey says that 
arrows and rays were removed by a most artistic workman and so skillfully 
done that Dr. Davis believed it authentic for years. Condition given as 
very good. No mention of weight. 

Could it be that Mr. Proskey did not look for an 1858 alteration while 
looking for an 1853 arrows one? 

This weight business does not seem to have been very serious in the old 
days. Were they overlooking the Act of February 21, 1853? Where is the 
official decision on the change of weight being indicated by arrows? When 
does it come in? Presumably after June 1, 1853. So, with the Govern- 
ment deciding that there is' too much silver in the minor silver coins, how 
come any encouragement to mint the heavy ones? If the summary of the 
guesses I have received so far is anywhere near correct, about $25 to $50 
face value were minted of all values under $1 without arrows. Could not 
have been any intense demand for public accommodation. More likely a 
desire to hold the bullion for the lighter-weight pieces. Again, with such 
a light coinage, there could not have been much of a check on the coiner, 
and he could have used any weights hanging around. Has anyone bothered 
to weigh the half dimes, dimes and quarters? 

1895. 

Scott’s Catalogue lists all both ways and notes the 1853 quarter without 
arrows as being over 1852. In their 187 9 issue they just list the quarter, 
dime and half dime and give the quarter as presumably perfect date. 
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The question is, was the Randall specimen of 1885 accepted as genuine 
and general listing started after 1885. If you will look under 1902 below 
you will still keep your mind open.

Mr. Heaton, in The Numismatist for August, says: “One disputed piece 
of the New Orleans mint and coins of this aspect generally alterations and 
any New Orleans half without arrows yet to be fully proved. “ 

Was he talking about the Randall-Garrett coin?

Mr. Stickney’s collection sold. He has an 1853 half dime, Philadelphia, 
without arrows, uncirculated, and one of New Orleans, very poor. In the 
dimes he has an 1853 without arrows, uncirculated, also an 1853 quarter 
without arrows, uncirculated, but no half dollar of any mint without arrows. 
The dime and quarter were Philadelphia; no mention though of the quarter 
being an overdate. 

How about checking up that 1853 half dime O mint.

Mr. Adams says in The Numismatist for October that the piece shown 
by Mr. Granberg is in all probability the only one ever to be located; refers 
to its transition from Randall to Garrett; history not known after it left 
Garrett, but DeWitt Smith acquired it, and Smith’s collection of silver 
passed to Granberg; also says it weighed 201 grains. 

Is this the coin of which Heaton spoke? Mr. Sears, of Swansea, Mass., 
says DeWitt Smith told him that he (Mr. Smith) did not like certain points 
about the coin. 

The United States Coin Company, of New York, sells the Malcolm Jackson 
collection and calls attention to the fact that the half dollars were complete, 
with the exception of the 1 838 O, yet there is no 1853 half without arrows 
listed. 

We stop here for the simple reason that I have no more material arranged 
for quotation. You will note, though, that I have covered sixty years of 
the time since the origin of the 1853 without arrows silver issue. You will 
also note that up to 20 years ago the 1853 half dollar without arrows was 
of a suspicious nature, or at least was not well thought of by the majority 
of coin enthusiasts. 

From the answers I received we have today, as expressed by a few par- 
ties (none coinciding throughout), one, two, three, four, possibly five speci- 
mens. Allowing for hearsay, lack of memory or lack of knowledge of sub- 
sequent movements, these coins may boil down to less in number. I will 
not quote authorities nor owners until we find out more details, but here is 
a chance for one or all to help in locating the individual items and their 
movements. 

Suppose we first start with pedigrees, then when we have eliminated all 
but the present owners, let us get down to dies and weights. Match the 
coins with each other and see if the following details are identical: 

1. Weight (this will vary with wear, but should be more than 192 
grains, and nearer 206 unless coin is tough altogether). 

2. Mint mark; if an O, what is its position? 

3. Stars; are they distributed the same? 

4. Letters of legend; are they in same positions? 

5. Drapery; is it of same length and folds? 

6. Any other peculiarity, such as italic figures, recuts, die breaks, line- 
up of figures and letters, etc. 

And as to literature, a mint report giving the numbers of dies made and 
when destroyed would be helpful. Refer here to 1853 silver without arrows, 
not to any other years. You will notice again that the quarter evidently 
was not provided for, so it is credited with being made from an 185 2 die. 
This reminds me that one party who had access to the mint records stated 
that any library having a full file of mint reports would be able to furnish 
me with the number of 18 53 without arrows dies and coinages. Will some 
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one give me the name of any library having the U. S. Mint reports for 1853 
and 1854 or any date subsequent that lists such information? 

Is the 1853 half dollar without arrows a legitimate issue due to the regu- 
lar channels of business? If so, was the whole emission put on a clipper 
ship going to China or Sierra Leone and sunk with all on board? 

Is it a trial of the dies, and to whom were passed the specimens? 

Is it a compliance with the request of a friend or numismatist, and what 
did he do with it? Or if more than one, what did they do with them? Was 
it stolen, lost, spent or thrown away? If more than one, plural the last 
question? If not dispensed with, how come not nice and new and shiny? 
Was the Canadian Blacksmith passing them out? Or did the owner or 
owners^ rub them down on account of rheumatic fever? At any rate the 
original owners did not adveiTTse their gems. Is there anr uncirculated one? 
No one has informed me of such, and that is what irritates the most as you 
may have noticed in my remarks. 

Or is it a tour de force to satisfy an aching void, made without benefit 
of clergy? You know, I keep thinking of the assistance given in the making 
of the 1804 dollar, which I am willing to accept as possibly genuine Gov- 
ernment made, but a trifle tardy in execution. 

So let us have a little gnashing of teeth. 


For those who have no detailed description of an accredited 1853 half 
without arrows, I give Mr. Beistle’s listing, viz.: 

1853 O — 5 E. No arrows at the date. There is drapery at the elbow, 
the foot is supported and the toe is not enclosed. 

Rev. E. Mint mark O is directly below the center of crotch and high. 
The right side of O is in line with the right side of F. 

Mr. Beistle does not mention Mr. Hazeltine’s slanting 5, but we will as- 
sume he would if there was another variety of this type to list. 

Do all the accredited specimens have a slanting 5? Are the rest of the 
figures slanting? Is the toe enclosed, etc., or are they worn so that no 
definite statement can be made? Has anyone a half dollar of another date 
that would fit the description as given, omitting, naturally, the 3?

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MORE AROUT THE HOE MONEY OF MEXICO. 

Referring to the question of Aztec money. The Numismatist is not the 
proper place to discuss controversial questions. My only object in submit- 
ting articles to The Numismatist is with the hope of their being beneficial 
to fellow members, and, as I pointed out, I object to statements being made 
which are at variance with fact. 

To go into the question of the various medias of exchange used by the 
Mexican and Central American Indians would require at least 50 pages of 
The Numismatist, and if there are any readers who desire further informa- 
tion on the subject I shall be very glad indeed to answer any questions ta 
the best of my ability. There is no question but what the so-called hoe 
money made of copper was in existence before the Spanish Conquest, and 
there is in my collection from a very recent find in Mexico several speci- 
mens which are as thin as paper and which could never have been used as 
a tool of any kind. There are also some which are only about one inch 
long. As to the authority for these questions, there will be published in 
the very near future a monograph covering the entire subject. 

I must again respectfully insist that I object to statements being made 
and published which are in variance with historical facts. There is again 
such a mis-statement in the July issue of The Numismatist. It is conceded 
that cacao beans, small cotton and linen cloth, small stone beads of jade 
and other materials, feathers of the quetsal bird and other features in 
bundles, and other objects were used for money, but it is not a fact that 
gold dust in quills was used for money prior to the Spanish Conquest. 
What an absurd statement in view of the fact that the Indians had tons of 
gold and valued it only for ornamental purposes, and many writers have 
remarked as to how amazed the Indians were when the Spaniards offered to 
exchange perfectly good needles, knives, and other objects for gold! 

It is not the writer’s desire or intention to run into any controversy nor 
to exchange any further views on the subject, but to any who are interest- 
ed, information will be gladly furnished. I do not claim to be an authority 
on the subject, and, contrary to Dr. Pradeau’s statement, I do not claim to 
be conversant with all aspects of the subject, and he fiatters me when he 
states that the whole world will be thankful if I will disclose the source 
of my knowledge. I can only say that I have read assiduously hundreds and 
hundreds of books on the subject, many times reading a thousand pages 
without discovering but one or two lines which had reference to the numis- 
matic remains of these peoples, and such conclusions as I have reached and 
such information as I have obtained have been carefully described or 
translated from the various authors, and these notes form the background 
for the numismatic history of the Aztec and Maya medias of exchange. 
That there are many mysteries and many questions still unanswerable must 
be admitted, and I personally would be very grateful for any authentic and 
historical facts concerning the subject, but 1 do not care for personal opin- 
ions that are not confirmed by fact.

Photographs of the models for the Texas commemorative half dollar, 
which have been made by Ponpeo Coppini, New York sculptor, show the 
following details: 

Obverse — A large eagle superimposed on a large five-pointed star occu- 
pies the center. Below, “1934.” To the lower left, “E Pluribus Unum.” 
To the upper right, “In God We Trust.” Inscription surrounding, “United 
States of America. Half Dollar.” 

Reverse — The center is occupied by a seated female figure with drapery 
and outstretched wings. Her left arm is thrown protectingly over a minia- 
ture representation of the Alamo. Above her head, on a scroll, “Liberty”^ 
and the fiags of France, Spain and Mexico. At the left and right, medal- 
lion portraits of Sam Houston and Stephen F. Austin. Inscription surround- 
ing, “The Texas Independence Centennial. Remember the Alamo.” 

The date 1934 appears on the model, although it has been stated the 
half dollars will not be issued until 19 36. A million and a half pieces were 
authorized to be coined.

THE CLEVELAND ( (INVENTION OF THE A. N. A. 

From August 18 to 23 the American Numismatic Association will hold its 
convention in Cleveland, Ohio. These annual gatherings of coin collectors 
have become a fixture in the numismatic life of the country and are occa- 
sions for the exchange of information, the display of specimens and for 
social intercourse. Since 1907 conventions have been held annually, and 
with many who have attended regularly with their wives they partake of 
the nature of family reunions. The combination of mingling with fellow- 
collectors for a few days and an enjoyable social program makes an A. N. A. 
convention an ideal place to spend part of a vacation. 

Many of the old-timers are no longer with us, but their places have been 
taken by new and younger men. And it is to these we appeal to be present 
at Cleveland and to form the convention habit. For those who are sincere- 
ly interested in numismatics there is nothing like these conventions to 
stimulate a greater interest in coin collecting. Perhaps conditions during 
the last five years have not permitted some to add to their collections to 
the extent they wished and interest in it has lagged. If so, three or four 
days spent at Cleveland will bring back the lost interest, and with condi- 
tions greatly improved the way to make additions to the collection will be 
easier. 

It is just ten years since the A. N. A. held a convention in Cleveland, 
and those who attended will recall that it was one of the most delightful 
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ever held. At that time the Western Reserve Numismatic Club had been 
only recently formed, but they handled the convention in a way to win the 
admiration of all. There is reason to believe they will do even better in 
1934. For the last two months the convention publicity committee has 
been setting forth reasons why the attendance this year should be large, 
and last month the program of entertainment features was published in 
these pages. We strongly urge the old-timers, as well as a host of the 
newer members, to make an effort to be present.

THE 1853 HALE DOLLAR WITHOUT ARROWS AND RAYS. 

An interesting article in this issue of The Numismatist by John F. Le- 
Blanc, of Boston, Mass., raises the question whether any of the few known 
half dollars of 1853 without arrows and rays are genuine pieces. For some 
time Mr. LeBlanc has been doing research work on this coin and is not 
fully convinced one way or the other, but is asking for information on the 
subject from those who have it to give. The publication of his article must 
not be considered an iconoclastic assault on the long-cherished belief that 
at least a few half dollars dated 1853 without arrows and rays were struck 
at the mint in that year. 

It is quite natural to believe this. Collectors know that half dimes and 
dimes of 1853 without arrows are only scarce, and that quarters of that 
year without arrows and rays are quite rare. But probably less than half 
a dozen half dollars of this date and type have ever come to light, except 
those which were manifestly alterations and could not deceive the experi- 
enced collector. 

From the time coin dealers became part of the numismatic life in this 
country (which was not much later than 1853) to the present, the “1853 
half dollar without arrows and rays” has nearly always been an item in 
published premium lists of coins by the dealers. Of course this proves 
nothing except a belief that such coins exist. 

Perhaps Mr. LeBlanc’s article will provoke a discussion. We hope it will, 
and that out of it will come some information on the coin that is not now 
generally known by collectors. 


BUFFALO NUMISMATIC ASSOCIATION TOKENS. 

During the last two or three years the Buffalo Numismatic Association 
has issued tokens bearing on one side the names of the officers for the year. 




It now proposes to issue similar tokens for the previous years of its exist- 
ence. The one for 1928 has just been struck and is illustrated here. Tok- 
ens for the other years will be issued in the future. 
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THE MARYLAND TER( ENTENARY HALF DOLLAR. 

Distribution of the Maryland Tercentenary half dollar began July 10. 
A coinage of 25,000 pieces is authorized, of which only 10,000 have been 
delivered to the commission. About 5,000 of these have been placed on sale 
in Maryland banks, and from the other 5,000 advance orders for the coin 
are being filled. The piece is illustrated here. 



Advance information was to the effect that the coin would resemble some- 
what the Maryland shilling. On the shilling the head of Calvert in profile 
faces left, and the reverse bears the Calvert arms. The obverse of the half 
dollar shows a three-quarter bust of Calvert facing right, and below, “Cecil 
Calvert.” To the left, “E Pluribum Unum.” To the right, “In God We 
Trust.” Inscription surrounding, “United States of America. Half Dollar.” 
The reverse bears the Maryland arms. Above, “Maryland Tercentenary.” 
Below, “1634-1934.” 

The designs are by Hans Schuler, director of the Maryland Institute. 
The coin compares very favorably with the previous issues in the com- 
memorative half dollar series. Both sides are well balanced and there is 
no overcrowding. The designs are conventional, perhaps more so than on 
many of such issues. 

The Maryland half dollar marks the resumption of the issue of coins of 
this denomination after a lapse of several years. The series was discon- 
tinued after President Hoover vetoed a bill authorizing the strikinf of a 
half dollar commemorating the anniversary of the Gadsden Purchase. The 
last issue authorized was the Captain Cook half dollar of 1928. There 
were issues of the Oregon Trail coin dated 1928 and 1933, although these 
were authorized in 1926. 

The Maryland Tercentenary half dollar is being distributed by the Mary- 
land Tercentenary Commission, 902 Union Trust Building, Baltimore, Md. 


ROCHESTER TO HAVE HOBBY SHOW. 

Rochester is celebrating its centennial this year, and in connection with 
it one entire building at Exposition Park will be devoted to “hobbies,” and 
a wonderful exhibit of coins is planned by the R. N. A., which will embrace 
coins of the world, odd and curious and little-known mediums of exchange. 
United States coins, types of all series from Colonials up to the present, 
broken-bank bills and various scrip, etc., encased stamps, tokens, etc. 

The Hobby Section will be ready August 11 and will continue on display 
until September 9. 

The officers on behalf of the Rochester Numismatic Association extend a 
most cordial invitation to the collecting fraternity to visit our Century of 
Progress on Parade. A. N. A. members can stop off on their way to or from 
the Convention at Cleveland this year. 


THE ARKANSAS CM3MMEJVIORATIVE HALF DOLLAR. 

The designs for the Arkansas half dollar, which will commemorate the 
one hundredth anniversary of the admission of that State to the Union, 
have been selected by the coin committee of the Arkansas Centennial Com- 
mission, subject to the approval of the mint authorities.

Burr, of Paragould, was the artist who submitted the winning design. The 
one hundredth anniversary does not occur until 1936. 

According to an illustration of the designs which appear in a Little 
Rock newspaper, the obverse shows a war-bonneted Indian head slightly to 
one side and partly behind a female head representing Liberty. Below is 
“Arkansas Centennial. 183 6-1936.” The reverse shows a spread eagle 
partly upon the State flag of Arkansas. Upon scrolls to left and right of 
the eagle are “In God We Trust” and “E Pluribus Unum.” The eagle is 
standing upon a rising sun on which is “Half Dollar.” Above the flag is 
“United States of America.” 

An issue of 500,000 is authorized. They will be sold by the commis- 
sion and the proceeds will be used to help defray the expenses of the cen- 
tennial celebration to be held in Arkansas in 193 6. 


NEAV OR RECENT ISSUES. 

New Zealand — The two denominations of the new set of coins for New 
Zealand not previously illustrated are reproduced here. The reverse of the 



shilling shows a youthful Maori warrior clad in pin pin or reed kilt, crouch- 
ed alert holding taiha or war staff. The reverse of the threepence has two 


carved meres or Maori war clubs crossed. The silver crown (to be struck 
for collectors only) and the copper penny and halfpenny are yet to be 
issued. 




SAN FRANCISCO TO HAVE NEW MINT BUILDING. 

Officials of the U. S. Mint in San Francisco now are considering 45 sites 
as possible new locations of a proposed new mint, for the construction of 
which the Public Works Administration has set aside |1, 225, 000. The 
present mint provides cramped quarters for the unusual activities brought 
about by the Government’s silver and gold buying programs, and the 60- 
year old building is in need of a complete modernization and expansion of 
facilities. Present-day conditions have necessitated the employment of 
about twice as many workers as before and the 145 employes, now working 
in the various departments, make expansion of facilities necessary, mint 
oflicials say. — Wall Street Journal. 


RARE COIN OP SCOTLAND FOUND. 

Jedburgh, Scotland, has just been presented a rare coin of the Mary 
Queen of Scots period and will place it on exhibition in the Queen Mary 
House. It was discovered recently in the Grangemouth district. Bearing 
the date 1565, it is one of few known to carry the name of Henry Darnley 
as King of Scotland. On the reverse side is a figure of the Crookston Castle 
yew tree, where Darnley and Queen Mary are believed to have courted —

The 1934 annual convention of the American Numismatic Association to 
be held in Cleveland, Ohio, August 18 to 23 inclusive, promises to be of 
real interest to everyone who has a hobby. While the exhibits will be 
mainly of numismatic material, the size and diversity of the collections will 
make it well worth anyone’s time to stop in and see them. 

The displays will, in all probability, form the largest and finest numis- 
matic exhibit ever shown publicly, and the local committee is prepared to 
handle record-breaking crowds and any number of exhibitors. In order to 
make the event educational as well as interesting, a few collectors have

been requested to bring specific material in order to depict a complete his- 
tory of the coinage of the world from earliest times to the present. How- 
ever, the success of the exhibit depends on the rank and file of the general 
membership and not upon the efforts of a few well-known collectors. This 
year we urge every visiting collector to make an exhibit if it be no more 
than a dozen of his favorite coins. 

Adequate space has been provided in the exhibit hall, which is ideally 
arranged and lighted, and over 100 cases are on hand to handle the dis- 
plays. Each case is provided with a lock. There will be police protection 
twenty-four hours a day, and in addition your exhibit will be insured at 
your own valuation. A novelty this year will be a dealers’ bourse, where 
they may display their wares, and all trafficking in coins, medals, and paper 
money will be carried on here. The main hall is reserved for exhibits only. 

The Carter Hotel was selected for several reasons. It is just a little off 
the beaten path, but only two short blocks from the heart of the city. One 
of Cleveland’s leading hotels, it has recently been completely redecorated 
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and refurnished, and offers, at moderate prices, the largest and finest guest 
rooms of any hotel in the city. For those who do not care to dine at the 
hotel, there are several very fine restaurants within five minutes’ walk. 

The weather in Cleveland in August is usually quite comfortable, due to 
the close proximity to Lake Erie. The entertainment has been planned to 
furnish variety, with both educational and entertaining features, but with 
suflicient open time in which you may follow your own inclinations. 

The cost of the tickets will be reasonable, but for those who can not take 
in all the entertainments, single tickets will be sold. The convention badge, 
which will be a beautiful specimen of medallic art, will be given free to 
every A. N. A. member in good standing who registers at the convention 
and to eve ry guest who purchases a compete book of tickets, and there is

The motion relative to honorary members was permanently tabled. 

Dr. Harbeck introduced the guest speaker for the evening, Mr. Roger 
Noble Burnham, who spoke quite extensively on the various phases of die 
making, medallic art, etc. Mr. Burnham sketched the various processes 
in the evolution of a medal, from the conception of the idea to a small 
drawing, then an enlargement of the drawing, and from that a plaster mold, 
and then transferred finally to a plaster cast. The cast as finally made 
then goes to the die cutter. The modeling processes are twofold: First, 
the ancient Egyptian method of cutting back from the surface, and second, 
the molding out type. Mr. Burnham displayed numerous examples of the 
various types and processes of medallic art, including several French med- 
als which were hand struck. After a medal has been struck it is treated in 
various ways. It is sometimes given a light sand-blast, then dipped in acid, 
and rubbed by hand to bring out the highlights. At other times the medal 
may be plated over and then the plating toned down to give the desired 
effect. Mr. Burnham explained, from a question asked, that the sand-blast 
effect is produced by forcing a fine sand through a hose on the surface, and 
this blowing by force causes a fine cutting, giving the surface the frosty 
effect we know as sand-blast. 

The members had ample opportunity to study and look over the exhibit 
of specimens shown, which gave most all the finishes, types, etc., of me- 
dallic art used today.

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It was reported that our pioneer member, Mr. Brown, has had a stroke. 
All felt the greatest sympathy with him. We hope he will recover. 

Dr. Pradeau spoke on the history of certain Mexican medals, which he 
exhibited, temp. Hidalgo and Iturbide. The first, issued by the Viceroy at 
Mexico City, commemorates the decisive defeats of Hidalgo and his follow- 
ers, as follows: Aculco, November 6, 1810; Guanajuato, November 23; 
Calderon, January 6, 1811. It will be remembered that Hidalgo was a 
priest, his followers peones, while their opponents were trained soldiers. 
The Viceroy’s medal is inscribed “Vencio en Aculco Guanaxuato y Calder- 
on.” Monogram of F7 crowned (Fernando VH). Agustin Iturbide, a 
colonel in the royal army, turned coat, initiating a plan of action known as 
the Plan of Guadelupe, which was successful, the Viceroy abdicated the 
Spanish rule into the hands of Iturbide and his associates, 1821. In 1822 
- IHH%i4e «^sumed_tlie imperial Utle. He caused to be issued two medals, 
inscribed “Prima Epoca” and ” S eg u nda'TEFo ^ dtstrihtrt^ to^ Ms follow- 
ers. Those who joined the cause between February 28 and June 15, 1821, 
were given the First Epoch medal, to be worn suspended from the neck by 
a white ribbon; those who joined June 16 to September 15 received the 
Second Epoch medal, to be worn by a tri-colored (red, white and green) 
ribbon on the left breast, while those who joined after September 15 wore 
the Second Epoch medal without a ribbon. Thus Iturbide sowed the seeds 
of division and discontent among his followers’ ranks, culminating in his 
dethronement early in 1823. The first Emperor of Mexico pushed himself 
off his own throne. 

Dr. Harbeck spoke on the coins of Emperor Diocletian. The first coins 
of this great ruler were, naturally, the same as those of his predecessors. 
These were antoniniani or double denarii, with the radiate crown which 
designates the antoninianus, made of copper covered with silver or tin 
wash, which soon wore off, exposing the base core. Diocletian’s monetary 
reform established a new coin later known as the follis, with its divisions, 
all with a crown of laurel on the Emperor’s head. This man, great admin- 
istrator as he was, decided that the Roman Empire was too great to be 
ruled by one lone man, so he took as a colleague, with his own rank as 
Augustus, Maximianus Hercules, and appointed two subordinate rulers 
known as Caesars. He divided the empire in four parts, each Augustus 
and each Caesar becoming the administrator of a quarter. The two Caesars 
were Galerius Valerius Maximianus, or Galerius, and Constantins Chlorus, 
father of Constantine the Great. Later two other Caesars were appointed, 
Galerius and Constantins made Augusti, and the two senior emperors (Dio- 
cletian and Maximian Hercules) abdicated. Diocletian, one of the few 
great rulers to do so, retired to his farm and refused to ever again become 
Emperor; but Maximian returned and claimed the Imperial purple not only 
once but twice. 

Dr. Harbeck illustrated his talk with various coins of Diocletian; Mr. 
Carey exhibited others, and Mr. Haas exhibited some of Diocletian, Maxi- 
mian Hercules, Galerius, Constantins Chlorus, Helena and Theodora (Con- 
stantins’ first and second wives). Diocletian was one of the earliest rulers 
to attempt fixing prices, by an edict of 301 A. D., which fixed prices for 
practically everything, and by means of encouragement to abide by the 
prices as fixed, the penalty for failure to do so was death. The edict met 
with the usual success. History records that thousands were annually put 
to death for failure to abide by the price-fixing edict. The large coin 
known as the follis was not coined long. After Diocletian’s time it was only 
sporadically issued, notably by Julian II the Apostate, and Theodosius. 
Apparently these bronze coins were originally silvered or tinned also. Dio- 
cletian reintroduced the gold and silver coins, but they disappeared about 
3 24, when Constantine I reunited the East and West under his own rule. 
Diocletian’s gold are now rare. Smaller silver coins apparently replaced 
his large silver. 

A proof set of 193 2 Southern Rhodesia coins, and sets of New Zealand 
and Manchukuo coins (1933) were exhibited by Mr. Haas.

MANY NATIONS KEEP BRITISH MINT BUSY. 

The return to specie payment of several small countries having no mints 
of their own has caused the Royal Mint of Great Britain to be busier than 
at any time in its history. Orders are being filled from several Central 
European and American States as well as for other countries. One from 
Bulgaria is for $3,000,000 of silver coins of various denominations. The 
total value of the silver being purchased and converted by this mint amounts 
to nearly $8,000,000. Within three months the number of employes has 
been increased from 180 to 400. 

The Deputy Master of the Royal Mint, Colonel Robert A. Johnson, recent- 
ly turned over a representative of The Observer of London to the curator 
and librarian to be shown over the establishment. The newspaper man 
found the mint manufacturing and testing more than 20,0 00 pennies for 
Fiji, which for the first time intends to have a coinage of its own. These 
coins are made of a nickel composition, have a hole in the middle and bear 
the Tudor crown and the inscription “George, King and Emperor.” 

Some very fine East African ten-cent pieces were being struck, as was 
also a big consignment of yellow metal coins for West Africa and some 
silver money for New Zealand, which has recently adopted a coinage of its 
own. Other orders for British Honduras, Southern Rhodesia and Iraq were 
all silver. 

Artists who work for the mint are always glad of a little extra employ- 
ment, and a change in rulership, either through death of revolution, gener- 
ally means more work. The varied nature of their tasks may be seen in 
the coinage recently turned out by the mint for countries in all parts of 
the globe — for the Soviet, Poland, Greece, Yugoslavia, Palestine, the Irish 
Free State, etc. 
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The Palestine coins, now delivered, are inscribed in three languages — 
Hebrew, Arabic and English — the Eastern inscriptions being “passed” by 
the Oriental School of Studies in London. The visitor saw being struck 
fifty-mil pieces, twenty of them, or 1,000 mils, being to the value of $5. 

The war and its aftermath have had a curious effect on the activities of 
the mint. “During the war,” said the guide, “the production of coinage 
was doubled. Now nobody wants the superfluity. In the ordinary way we 
should not want any new coinage in this country; but it must be remember- 
ed that in 19 20 we changed the fineness of silver coins, owing to the dear- 
ness of silver. 

“It was then 7 shillings 6 pence an ounce. Today, with the price of 
silver standing at 1 shilling S^ence^m ounoe, we are recoining the old is- 
sues into the new half-silver pieces. At present our sixpences, shillings 
and so forth are half paste, half silver. 

“Our silver coinage is not, of course, actually full legal tender. It is 
only so on sufferance up to 4 0 shillings. It is, in fact, merely token coin- 
age, and does not pretend to be anything else, any more than a paper pound 
can pretend to be intrinsically worth its face value. 

“British silver coinage, which for long has been in use in most parts of 
the empire, is being driven out of the dominions because of the various rela- 
tive values of the pound sterling. 

“In South Africa, for instance, the pound was for a time of full value, 
but in Rhodesia it was worth only 15 shillings. Consequently, the British 
silver in Southern Rhodesia rapidly disappeared over the border into the 
Union, where it was worth more. In the end Southern Rhodesia was forced 
to institute a local currency which would not be subject to such influences. 

“This sort of thing would have horrified good Queen Bess, who initiated 
colonial coinage when she chartered the East Indian Company and issued 
money for trading in India. She would never have tolerated any substitu- 
tion for her own coins. Witness her striking of the celebrated ‘portcullis 
money’ for circulation in the East in competition with the Spanish and Por- 
tuguese silver, which was readily taken in Oriental markets.” — New York 
Times. 


COIN TKSTEH OF YKARvS AGO. 

In this day of silver discussions, commodity dollars, and gold shortage a 
reminder of the early days of silver coinages comes to light in the form 
of a dial coin tester, which was able to test a coin in almost every way 
except the amount of alloy. Patented in 1878, the contrivance was a vest- 
pocket measure for both gold and silver, but it was used for the most part 
to test silver dollars. The device became a necessity when the Bland-Alli- 
son act of 187 8 authorized the United States Treasury to help the silver- 
mining industry by purchasing from $2,000,000 to $4,000,000 worth of 
silver each month and converting it into cash in the form of silver dollars 
and $10 silver certificates 

For a time it was necessary for the banks to test coins which lost weight 
in barter. This was particularly true of the heavy silver dollars, which 
came to be known as “cartwheels.” It was also necessary to test for thick- 
ness, diameter and weight gold coins, which usually shrank after some 
nefarious fellow had placed them in a leather bag with pumice and “sweat- 
ed” several grains off the coins. The coins might be turned in to the Gov- 
ernment or passed in trade at their face value. The remaining dust could 
be sold. But it was silver for the most part that concerned the bankers, 
for with the free coinage of silver, under the axiom that “bad money drives 
out good,” gold coins disappeared from circulation. The abundance of 
silver dollars gave rise to a problem in another quarter since they were 
most awkward to lug about. The Treasury found difficulty in keeping in 
circulation as much as thirty per cent, of the amount minted. 

In addition, since the Government wished at this time to maintain a silver 
and gold parity, and since the ratio had dropped from about 16 to 1 in 
1875 to about 31 to 1 in 1890, the silver question was becoming acute. 
The coin tester passed out of use about 1890 when the Government decided 
to issue paper money for the silver dollars which would not stay in circula- 
tion. — Baltimore Sun.
